THE STRI GGLE IX EUROPE. 

By late neW's from the East, a summa¬ 
ry of which we published in our last is¬ 
sue, o'jr readers have seen that war, rui- 
nou-s, all devouring war. is again aboui 
blazing forth all over Euiopc. Tht 
inightv power of despotic, christianized 
Rnssiii, is being used by a barbarous ty¬ 
rant, to gratify his inordinate ambition 
and lust of conquest. 

Russia once master of Constantinople, 
loiild soon be master of all Europe, anil 
this alone is the secret of England’s op¬ 
position to the Czar—no sympathy fur 
outraged Turkey,—no care for the down¬ 
trodden milliuiis of white slaves, groan¬ 
ing under the oppressions of their task 
.iiuster.-', animates her Councils, or gov¬ 
erns her policy—nothing but the gras¬ 
ping selii.sluie.ss of the privileged few 
who rule her destinies, ha.s induced the 
British govermn' nt lo take sides in the 
great struggle about to take place. 

The great, the magnanimous British 
Government, only a few years ago, the 
ally of the Emperor Alexander, joined 
writh him in crushing the last hopes ot ill- 
starred Poland, by opposing the progres.s 
of democracy under Napoleon, virtually 
assisted in building up the collossal pow¬ 
er of Russia, which now, makes all Eu¬ 
rope tremble for its safely. Truly, that 

was a congenial alliance, the aristocralie 
King of England with the despot of Rus¬ 
sia! Now, fear for the very existence ol 
her bloated, haughty aristociaey, has 
compelled the inlluence of the British gov- 
ei nnient to the side of popular rights, ami 
to oppose the intrigues and encroach¬ 
ments of her quondam friend and ally. 
Her ministers have,—at the eleventh hour 
—been forced by the unanimous voice ol 
ihe people to adopt that course, which, al 
an rarl er period, might have prevented 
all the suffering and misery, which i.s now 
so »urc to follow. In opposition to the 
vnscillaling policy of England, stands oiii 
in bold relief, the determined stand taken 
by the Emperor laruis Nopoleon, against 
the encriKichments of Nicholas, the secret 
intrigues of the House of llapsburg, and 
III favor of the prospective liberty if the 
enslaved many of all Europe. 

England, the pretended champion of 
liberty, but real oppressor, and nialignaiil 
foe to everything .American, at la.st, when 
her very existence depends upon Ihe de¬ 
feat of Russia, tills her leading organs 
with w ining cant and hypocritical allu¬ 
sions'o the origin and greatness of the 
model Republic. But the people of Re 
publican America, have nothing in coni- 
aion with British aristocracy, save our 

language ; and know too well the causes 
whieh have itillii need this overpowering 
ilisplavof recent maternal feeling on the 
part of the British government and its pen¬ 
sioned organ, tho Times, to he caught len- 
ding a helping hand to save their menaced 
for,une.s. 

We have grown up, and attained our 
present position among tho nations ol the 
eartli bv the energies of a peojde descen¬ 
ded from all tho nations of Europe; and 
millions of us,-scorn the iinpniation of be¬ 
ing the de.scendaiits ot John Bull. 

The Irish, Germans and French have 
coritrihutid largely to uurcommon origin; 
and bv a commingling of seemingly np- 
[lositc material.s, done much towards the 
forming of the great,—almost perfect,-- 
A'aiikee nation. 

Let the issue of this great European war 
be what it may, let us hope that the op¬ 
pressed thousands of the world will reap 
a speedv bent fit from this strife, between 
•heir reckless, unprincipled rulers. 

riii.sESE E.’BiGr.ATiON.—Tho following 
paragraph from the Nevada Democrat, 
n:!lecis the sentiments of nine-tenths of 
iiur population, and is a just description 
(ifthe Chinese in California: 

“The Ciiinese, if allowed to emigrate 
hither, will prove a far greater injury than 
ever was slavery. Ignorant, degraded, 
cowardly, vindictive a'd treacherous as 
ihev are. it is impossible for them lo be 
protected either in person or property by 
pri sent existing laws. Their testimony 
cannot be btdieved—their virtues are in 
our land but Vices, and what is cnnsidert d 
honorable among.st them is treated with 
contempt by us 

“Tiny bring with them nothing but 
their native vices and disgusting habits; 
they leave the iinpress of these and re¬ 
turn with hoards of Califoriiia'.s precious 
metal. Each returning one send.sa dozen 
lo fill his place ; and thus their number is 
constantly increasing in greater propor¬ 
tion than th'; whites." 

The tide of emigration from China is 
largely on the increase, and calls loudly 
tor the adoption of some stringent mea 
s. re to prevent a conliiiuaiicc. Why this 
has not been done long since, could be an¬ 
swered doubtless by our representatives 
in Sacramento. 

Mariposa contains perhaps a greater 
number of Chinese than any other county 
in the State; and we have yet to learn 
what benefit they have been, or ever w ill 
be to us. They bring nearly all their nec¬ 
essaries with them, and buy nothingol our 
merchants, but what they are absolutely 
compelled to. They arc almost incapa¬ 
ble of acquiring our language, or appre¬ 
ciating our institutions. They resist the 
collection of the foreign tax, and even 
hreaten the lives of our ollicers when in 
discharge of their Julies. 

If wc must have a race of beings 
amongst us, condemned to servitude, by 
all means let us have the negro. As to 
form, features, &;c.,the negro, to our tusle^ 
has a decided advantage. 

The planter of the South has more right 
to bring his slaves here, than the Cooley 
merchant has to bring his disgusting Chi¬ 
namen \ large n mber of them who 
have been confiined in our jail, were yes¬ 
terday hired to Mr. Vining, who intends 
“putting them through" a course of lessons 
on Atissouri G'jleh

out every ghost of an idea tenanted in that 
quarter, and prevented my writing you a 
letter for la.st week’s paper, whiah fortu¬ 
nately prevented your compositors from 
anathematising my bad nianu-script, and 
spared your readers an inlliction. In vain 
I tried to marshal iny scattered forces, 
and as .Afrs. Chick said in her appeals to 
her sister-in-law, at the birth of little Paul 
Dnmbev, made an effoit. I resorted to 
sfnrituai kwwkinfrs on “St;uiboVs’’ demi¬ 
john of “Old Sa.sser.ack," which as the 
fellow said about “the Widow Cruisi-.s’ 

bottle,_(not the Widow near whose Dii - 

gle” Squiliib and myself squatted,)—gels 
fuller the oftciier it’s emptied !" but like 
Owen (ileiidowers calling “spirits from 
the vasty deep,” they would not come, and 
I resigned myself to iny fate, an'J curled 
myself up in the only dry portion of my 
canvass housi*, and sat like Marius amid 
the ruins of Carthage, or rather “like Pa¬ 
tience on a monument smiling at (^Califor- 
ia) beef.”

In addition to this paper, there 
came the duplicate of a draft upon me for 
four dollars and sixty-two and a halfceiits, 
—board bill which I was obliged to pro¬ 
test, on account of “no funds"—nary red. 
The envelope was rather dirty and 
greasy,and was redolent of tobacco smoke, 
with a strong oder of “poteen.’’ In this 
letter he informed me that he had cele¬ 
brated the day, which was the rainiest in 
the reigns of the present dynasty, during 
which the reins of government have boon 
in the hands of His Excellency Gov.

.Alter assisting Mayor Hardenburg and 
others to log-roll the bill removing the 
Capital, through both House.s, he followed 
that migratory institution to Sacramento. 
I heard of him from various parties, as 
dividing his attentions principally be¬ 
tween the Stale Hou.se, and that no less 
imp •rtant institution the Widows. The 
Widow being a Broderick man, and hav¬ 
ing a warm sidt; for the se.x, he leaned to 
the side of “ the favorite son of York.”

“ .all tils acquniiitanc s and particularly 
those from Missouri"—meaning '‘Pike 
County” of cour.se,—and last, but not 
leas', his famous “ i'onrad Cap,' whiih 
bents Corporal Trim's Montcro Shako all 
hollow, knocked into a cocked hat by the 
large number of bricks carried in it from 
time to time.

The war .still rages in the East—the eon • 
bat thickens, and there are rumors of 
wars, as there have been duels, and ru¬ 
mors of duels in this quarter.

Wretched Conditioe or the People.— 

The people are represented as being in » 
most wretched condition from fear of ther 
Apaches, who continue their depreda¬ 
tions and outrages more than ever, and 
are every day becoming bolder as the 
terrors of the people increase, entering 
the towns and killing men. women an* 
children, or carrying them off as priso¬ 
ners w ithout fear of pursuit or rescue.— 

The ranchosare nearly all deserted. Cat¬ 
tle and horses are running wild, and liable 
to be diiven oft' by any who will take tho 
trouble. _ 

Ehigration to California Prohibitid. 
—An order bus been i.s-ued by the gov- 
eminent, prohibiting emigration to Cali¬ 
fornia, and about 500 troop.-, including 100 
at .Altar, are stationed along the frontier 
to eiitorce the decree. 

The Tobacco Monopoly. —Tho Tobacco 
monopoly, which Gov. Gaiidara asked of 
Santa Ana, tor raising tiinds lo pay for 
inililarv operations, has been granted to 
him, and he has levied an additional tax 
of 35 per cent on tobacco for the same* 
ohjict. 

Feeling towards the .AnKHieARS.—Mr, 
Raines travelleil far into the country, and 
conversed freclv with many of the chief 
men. He .says there is a uniform desire 
among them’ to become cilizcn.s of tho 
United States. Aincrieans are well re¬ 
ceived and treated with consideration.— 
They are will aware of Walker’s inten- 
ilon towards Sonora; they look upon him 
and his band as robbers, and w ill receive 
Iheia as such. They have no fears; but 
will attack and kill the whole band when 
they make their appearance.

Washington, Fee. '20, 1854. 
House. — F.jclmsion of Pre-emption Rights 
in Cal’furnina —.A/r. Uitham. (dem.) of Cal., 
troni the (.’oniniittec on Public Ijiinds, re- 
pnrt'-'l the Senate bill tor the l•.xtcIlBion of 
the prc emptiou privib-ge in California. 
He said, by the act of .March, 1853, pre- 
emptiou rights were given on iinsucveyed 
lands in California foria period of one 
year. This ri„ht will cease to exist next 
.March, an 1 the same txigenry which in¬ 
duced ('oiigress t'l pa.ssihe act still exists. 
The tiill passed the Senate iiiia'iiniously. 

Ii will be several years tieforc the pu'diC 
lands in I'alitoriiia can be surveyed, un¬ 
less some such provision .as this shall be 
passed, all |)erniaiient .seltlciiienls will 
cease for the time being. The bill ex¬ 
tends pre-emption for two years, during 
whieh time, it is presumed the lands can 
be surveyed. Gut ol’ ov't 93,000,000 of 
acres ot land there, 52,000,000 acres are 
mineral lands ; I6,0()0,0()0 eannot be irri- 
gali 'l, and therefore eannot be cultivated, 

1' avmg but 20.000,000 capatile of cultiva¬ 
tion. 'A n or twelve rmllioiis of these are 
claimed by Spanish grants. 

The bill was passed with trifling 
aniendmerits. 

The .Acapulco Insurrectmn. —The Echo 
d' l Piicil'ico contains the Ibllowing ex¬ 
tract of an .Acapulco letter: 

“Rest assured tliat tliis isthe only depait- 
ment which lu.s pronvuneed. and there i» 
nnt the slightest reason tn suppose that tho 
Olliers will concur in tliis movement.— 
.All the rest ot the Hi'public remain in per¬ 
fect tranquility, with a decided adheraiico 
to the govermiii’iit of General Santa .Anna. 
This deparlmeiit pronoiineed with thti 
idea of impeding the passage of an arm¬ 
ed force dispatched by the Goverment. 

It is probable that srder will pret y soon 
be restored.” 

The Kclio further s.ays: “Our dates 
from Mexico are to the 11th of .March, 
via .Acapulco. Alvarez, Villarel and Mo¬ 
reno had rai,S''il the standard of rebellion 
again.st the Government at the precise 
(■[loch when Mexico w.as beginning to 
make a little progression in every sense.” 

The Kcho believes that ihe cauve of the 
Government i.s that of the .Mexican peo¬ 
ple, and that those who have engaged in 
the insurrection are devoid of all patriot¬ 
ic sentiment.

('apt. Duminer, Iiiiliaii .•Agent, al the Tejon 
Reservation, arrived in town this week, 
on biisiiie.ss connected with his ollice. 
During tlir late severe weather, Capi,

■ses principally up the west side of the 
lake.
